EvergreenCemetery Ripping 
lacks Man Charges 


Off

A complaint to the effect 
that the operator of 
Evergreen Cemetery is 
“ripping off" blacks by 
charging them far above 
the rates other local 
graveyards charge for the 
same service, was under 
investigation by a city 
agency, The CALL & POST 
learned this week. 

Shelton Barksdale, 1289 
Brookscliff Ave., filed the 
complaint with the city's 
Consumers Affairs agency, 
720 E. Broad St., on Friday 
of last week. In his official 
complaint, Barksdale 
named James Triplett, 
manager of the cemetery 
as the perpetrator of the 
“rip off” plot. 

Barksdale gave this ac- 
count of his experience 
with the cemetery 
manager: 

He contacted Triplett in 
regards to having foun- 
dations placed on three 
graves in preparation of 
erecting headstone 
markers at the graves of 
three relatives. For a four 
foot by one foot foun- 
dation, Triplet quoted him 
a price of $206. After com- 
paring his price with 


Greenlawn and Union 
Cemeteries, Barksdale 
said he learned that 
Triplett’s price was almost 
twice as much as either of 
the other two cemeteries. 

For the same type of 
foundation, Greenlawn 
charged $92.53, while 
Union was asking $81, he 
said. Confronted with this 
information, Barksdale 
said Triplett justified his 
rate by explaining that he 
did the work and would 
have to be paid for his 
labor. 

Barksdale, a 62 year old 
retiree, said he first 
became suspicious of 
Triplett's operation when 
he inquired about three 
tots his parents 
purchased at the cemetery 
back in the mid 1920's. In 
checking the record, 
Triplett discovered that a 
balance of $40 was still 
due on the lots. The record 


indicated that the tast 
payment was made in 
1928. 


When he offered to pay 
the balance, Barksdale 
said that interest on the 
$40 figured out to be $700. 
After dickering with him 
for hours, he said Triplett 
allowed him to settle the

bill for $419 which he paid. 

Triplett, who could not 
be reached for comment 
late Tuesday, took over the 
cemetery management 
several years ago from the 
initial owners, the late J.W. 
Williams, prominent black 
real estate broker and civic 
leader. 

Contacted at her home, 
Mrs. J.W. Williams, widow 
of the former owner, said 
she severed all connection 
with the cemetery several 
years ago. When told of 
Barksdale's complaint, 
Mrs. Williams acknowledg- 
ed that she was 
acquainted with the 
Barksdale family but said 
“| have absolutely nothing 
to do with it (the cemetery) 
now." 

Explaining that- 
cemeteries are non-profit 
organization; Mrs. Williams 
said she -was advised to 
give it up after the board 
was unable to find a com- 
petent black person to 
manage it. She said she 
does not know the present 
board members but 
suggested that they are all 
white.

one. It was unciear at that 
time, Brown said, just who 
was the purchaser. 

Whatever happened next 
is unclear. It is a fact, 
however, that Brown, in 
the company of sister 
Elsie, presented the win- 
ning ticket at the Colum- 
bus office of the Ohio Lot- 

‘tery Commission and was 
certified as the winner. 

He was informed at that 
time that if he presented 
himself and the ticket at 
Lottery Commission Head- 
quarters in Cleveland the 
following week, he would 
have an opportunity to win 
$300,000. (He was already 
guaranteed $15,000.) 

So Brown went to Cleve- 
land and, along with 
several other’ tucky ticket 
holders, took a shot at the 
Buckeye 300. And he won! 
Right then and there, the 
Commission presented’him 
with a check’ for $15,000, 
which was to be the first of 
20 annual installments. 

Like any other sensible 
American who has just 
won a small fortune, Brown 
proceeded to get good and 
drunk and to: party the 
night away. (So he told us.) 

During the next several 
days, he also bought a new 
Grand Prix (which he later 
geve to his son) and paid 
off a few bills, he said. Ac- 
cording to court records, 
he also went down to the 

“ offices of Atty. Robert L. 
VahHeyde with his sister, 
Anna M. King, and entered 
into an agreement which 
would (he hoped) put the 
winnings in her name in 
order to protect his wind- 
fall from predatory 
creditors. 

Then he went to jail. 

On Feb. 27, one week af- 
ter he hit it big, Joseph Ed- 
ward Brown was found 
guilty of burglary (the case 

, went back ‘several months) 
and sentenced to three-to- 
15 in the State Correction- 
al Institute at Chillicothe. 

On March 18, Sister 
Anna Mae, represented by 
VanHeyde, went into Com- 
mon Pleas Court seeking a 

{declaratory judgment 
against Brown, the Ohio 
Lottery Commission, and 
the Attorney General of 

’ Ohio. (The A.G. was later 

. dismissed as a party.) 

' In her original affidavit, 

Mrs; King claimed that she 

- had purchased the winning 
ticket and that Brown had 
taken it, without her per- 
mission, and cashed it in 
for himself. 

So Joe Brown is sitting 
up there in the concrete 
hotel at Chillocothe when 
the sheriff of Ross County 
comes to tell him that his 
sister Is suing him. And 
that his next $15,000 
Payment and all payments 
thereafter are being direc- 
ted to the Franklin County 
Clerk of Courts until the 
issue is resolved. 

Frantic, Joe writes a let- 
ter to the court explaining 
that he doesn't know what 
the hell is going on and 
asking the courf to contact 
his lawyer for him. 

It so happens that about 
this same time, March 16, 
to be exact, Mrs. Willie 
Mae Brown, divorced wife 
of our hero, and Edna 
Johnson, mother of 
Brown's 21-year-old son, 
went into Franklin County 


Court of Domestic 
Relations to ask for. child 
support. 


On March 28, Judge 
Donald G. Breckenridge 
awarded judgment to 
Willie Mae in the amount 
of $3,120 per year for sup- 
port of her two minor 
children, Kelvin, 9, and 
Katherine, 11. 

Judge Breckenridge also 
awarded $5,574.08, plus in- 
terest, to Edna Johnson, as 
child support in arrears for 
her now grown son. 

Both women (who were 
represented by Atty. Dana 
G. Rinehart) asked that 
their money be paid direct- 
ly from the Ohio Lottery 
Commission to the 
Domestic Relations Court 
in their behalf. The judge, 
in compliance with 
provisions of the Ohio Lot- 
tery law, so ordered. 

When the two women 
discovered that Mrs. King 
was suing to take the 
$300,000 for herself, they 
rushed to enter the case, 
technically on Brown's 
side, as co-defendants: 
Mrs. Brown and Ms. 
Johnson are supporting 
Brown's claim to the win- 
nings, because their claim 
seems® to be dependent 
upon Brown being awar- 
ded the money.

Brown, et al. Mrs. King 
claiming that her brother, 
Joseph, took a ticket that 
she purchased and cashed 
it in for herself.

Carrie M. Garnes believes in interdependence 
and this is her inspiration.

Many of her activities center on making gover- 
nment more. responsive to the needs of lower- 
income families of all races. 

She has served on the Board of Trustees of the 
Columbus Metropolitan Area Community Action 
Organization (CMACAO) and was president of 
the Southend Action Center Advisory Board. She 
is a member of the board of directors of South 
Side Settlement House and has served for many 
years at the Hosack Baptist Church.

| Chicago Vs Cleveland 


When the Cleveland City Council 
passed an ordinance over the Mayor's 
veto requiring future employees to live in 
Cleveland, there was big cry of 
‘Opposition and chagrin in certain 
quarters against \it. 

, _ Sidney Andorn, in his column in The 

,Sun-Press, said: ‘Cleveland City 
Council's proposal to require all city 
workers to live in the city is like using a 

,Band Aid. to plug a dike at flood- 
time.....Forcing city workers to live in the 
icity won't fix the city. It'll put the workers 
in a fix." 

One of the daily papers said: “City 
Council should let stand Mayor Perk’s 
veto of the ordinance requiring future 
city employees to be residents of the 
city...it is wrong to coerce qualified 
applicants for city positions by pre- 
scribing where they must live to be 
“oe for jobs,” 

e .question of residency has long 
been an issue in Cleveland where so 
many of its high and low salaried 
employees live outside the city. 

While certain groups and ‘people -in 
metropolitan Cleveland are gagging over 


the acceptance and implementation of 
this residency ordinance, Mayor Richard 
Daley of Chicago, backed by the new 
ruling of the U.S. Supreme Court, is busy 
enforcing his residency law. He has 
given employees living outside of 
Chicago until Aug. 1 to move inte the city 
or be dismissed. 

Mayor Daley said: “Chicagoans have 
the right to expect their public 
employees to be part of the city. All of 
our neighborhoods benefit from their 
presence and their participation.” 

Other cities are following Mayor 
Daley's move. Mayor Coleman of Detroit, 
said. he..was strictly.enforcing residency 
requirements. New York City Council has 
asked the state legislature for authority 
to enact its own residency law. 

There is nothing wrong in trying to 
repopulate Cleveland with people whose 
pay comes out of the tax payers 
pockets. se 

We, hope Council. President George 
Forbes. will insist that Mayor Ralph Perk 
fully implement this ordinance. If Cleve- 
land is good enough to work for, it's 
good enough to live in. —

The Office of Revenue Sharing (ORS) is 
responsible for terminating GRS funds to 


recipient governments whose programs’

remedy except in one case (Chicago) 
where a federal court ordered it to do so. 
Equally disappointing, ORS has taken an 
average of eight months to deal with civil 
rights: complaints, with more than’ 60 
percent of its incomi s still 
uninvestigated and un-acied upon more 
than three months after receipt 

The Department of Justice Civil Rights 
Division-is responsible for filing lawsuits 
to prevent repeated GRS civil rights 
violations from occurring. Yet the division 
has filed only one suit of this type 
(Tallahassee, Fla.) in| more than three 
years. Moreover, it does not have a single

Doctor Says Many 


Visits Unnecessary 


More than two-thirds of all visits to the 


doctor are “unnecessary” and the public 
could save billions of dollars annually in 
time and reduced bills if consumers 
knew enough to treat themselves at 
home. 

According to two noted physicians, tne 
average American family is now making 
about 12 trips a year to its doctor at a cost 
of more than $400 in fees and for drugs 
and tests when about $300 could be saved 
per family. Dr. Donaid Vickery of George- 
town Medical Schoo! and Dr. James Fries 
of Stanford University Medical School 
claim that a vast reduction in medical 
visits would not only result if better care 
at home but would free doctors to devote 
more time to seriously ill patients 

“Demand for physicians’ services has 
steadily grown. In 1973 there were 325. 
million more doctor visits than in 1964 
This greater demand contributes to longer 
waiting lines, less time with the doctor, 
increased physician charges, and higher 
medical-insurance premiums,” they said 

In a new book titled “Take Care of Your- 
self. A Consumer's Guide to Medical 
Care," brought out by Addison-Wesley 
Publishing Co. .of Reading, Mass., the 
doctors said, ‘Most of these, visits are 
made for relatively — minor~ medical 
problems, In our national quest for a 
symptom-free existence. as many-.as. 70 
per cent of visits fo the doctor have been 
termed-~*unnecessary.”

One never fails to notice 
things about his race, For 
instance, the obvious 
absence -of the black man 
in those pictures of 
President Ford on the, Ohio 
Statehouse steps during 
his whirlwind visit to 
Ohio's Capital two weeks 
before the “primary 
election. All one could see 
were white faces, posing 
as the corp of human race. 
Now is that good politics? 

One cannot care about 
g0od politics but the scene 
certainly denotes that the 
black man's position out 
on the periphery of 
national _ participation. 
Columbus is full of 
Republican blacks, but | 
Stood there on the scene 
for quite sometime. before 
the President made his 

arance, and | saw no 

ack men as a part of the 

shindig. One did watk 

around a pillar for a brief 

second, but where’ were 

the prominent GOP bronze 
men in that picture? 

Some enterprising: white 
GOP leader should have 

thought of it and should 
have seen to it that there 
was @ man of color 
somewhere around in the 
official staff, or is that staff 
all white of the upper crust 
in the wealthy class? 
Naturally, such a staff 
would only think of the 
black man in uniform 
opening doors or shining 
brass. In this election year, 
that attitude should have 
been softened some and a 
black man-— should have 
shown up in that crowd of 
caucasoid biest if for 
nothing but a show piece.

The absence of that 
black _member—of—the 
officialdom is so 
contrasted by another 


campaigning for the 
Presidential election, and 
the seed of the campaign 
issue was slavery.

The GOP supporters 
wanted Emancipation and 
the big GOP politicians 
wanted political jobs.

MONTGOMERY, Ala.— 
(NBNS)— A circuit court 
judge has refused to rein- 
state. indictments against 
three reputed members of 
the Ku Klux Klan who had 
been charged with murder 
in the 1957 death of a 
Black truck driver. 


Judge Frank B. Embry 
thus affirmed his earlier or- 
der that dismissed the in- 
dictments on the ground 
they failed to state the 
medical cause of the death 
of Willie Edwards Jr., who 
allegedly was killed 
because the three white 
men believed he had made 
advances toward a white 
woman. 


The state claimed four 
Klan members, including 
one who turned state's 
evidence and was granted 
immunity, kidnapped Ed- 
wards Jan. 23, 1957, drove 
him to @-bridge over the 
Alabama River and forced 
him at gunpoint to jump 
from the bridge. 

Three months later, Ed- 
wards’ body was recovered 
from the river. An autopsy 
was unable to determine 


the cause of death.

“We 
n effective enforcement 
of all exiting civil rights 
laws and a renewed _ effort 
to make equality of oppor- 
tunity a reality for ~all 
Americans.” : 

Mayor Landrieu told the 


platform committee that 
despite many other 
problems during the 1960s, 
“a reasonably healthy 
economy, and a 13 percent 
annual growth in federal 


aid to state and local 
government, helped 
reduce poverty and im- 


prove housing conditions 
in cities." By contrast, he 


~noted out, “the number of 


poor people increased by 
over 1 million. between 
1973 and 1974." 

“And as the number of 
poor people in this country 
are increasing because of 
both the recession and in- 
flation, so too are local 
governments caught in the 
gap between rising prices 
and revenues which fail to 
keep pace. 

He pointed out that since 
1960, the federal govern- 
ment has cut or reduced 
income taxes. four times,

Blacks Gain 
la Virginia 


RICHMOND-~NBNS)-Re- 
cent municipal elections 
throughout Virginia proved 
successful for Blacks and 
women. Their numbers in- 
creased in elective offices. 


Rev. Lawrence A. Davies 
was elected the first Black 
mayor of Fredericksburg. 
Noel Taylor, who had been 
serving as mayor of Roa- 
noke since his appoint- 
ment to fill a vacancy since 
last fall, was elected for 
the first time: Taylor is 
Black. 


The city of Harrisonburg 


elected its-first Black 
council! member, Elon 
Rhodes, a barber who 


competed with four other 
candidates. The towns of 
Chatham, Amherst and 
Alberta also elected 
Blacks to town councils for 
the first time. 

Data collected by the 
University of Virginia's 
Institute of Government, 
shows the number of Black 
municipal officeholders 
grew from 18 to 39 from 
1968 through 1973. There 
are about 1,900 municipal 
offices in the state. 


the. latest case being: last 
year. During this same 
period, he said, ap- 
proximately 50 percent of 
the increases in revenues 
raised by local govern- 
ments were the direct 
result of increased local 
taxes, most of which were 
regressive in nature. 
“The combination of

*A simple, equitable and 
progressive federal, state 
and local revenue system, 
and 

*An. effective federal- 
state-local partnership that 
will guarantee to three- 
quarters of the nation's 
population a commitment 
to improving the quality of 
urban life.

An ordinary stethoscope 
applied to a patient's 
abdomen “can nelp a 
physician to diagnose 
gastrointestinal disorders.

physiology of the 
intestines. 

interest in’ abdominal 
sounds'-can be traced to 
very ‘early’ writings, 
including those of 
Hippocrates, who 


employed the descriptive 


word “borborygmos” for 
abdominal rumbling or 
gurgling. 


Gastrointestinal gas has 
been described as the 
most common problem 
encountered in gastroen- 
terology. Abdominal dis- 
tension, gurgling noises, 
and pain develop when air 
bubbles become entrap- 
ped. In recent years, 
simethicone has been 
reported to break up 
gastric foam in the in- 
testine, allowing the gas to 
be diffused and naturally 
released to the outside. A 
tablet call Phazyme, which 
contains a specially ac- 
tivated form of.simethicone 
was developed especially 
for this purpose. 

Intestinal sounds, or the 
lack thereof, may indicate 
the presence of a variety of 
problems, including 
serious obstructions. A
